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Council dissects Pub statement

(lls<:iissod. Council askoU Rick Hofrmnii to have a 
closer look at the cost analysis presoiitofl. Tlie 
breakilown for a t>otl1e of beer at GO routs was as 
foUows: G ceuts tax, 23 couts purcliaso price, 22 

( orits Tor operatlnj; costs, Icnvin^: a 9 cent profit. 
Tlie t>reak(]ow[i for an 85 cout mixed drink was: 
8 cents lax, 29 couts purchase price, 27 cents oi)- 
oratlnfi costs, B cents for mix, teavin^: 13 ceuts for 
profit. We don't know liow you squeeze 8 cents worth 
of mix Into an elpjit ounce glass wttti Ice cul>es 

and an ounce of liquor In It but acronllnp* to the fl- 
Q\res It is possible. 

The financial statement ^ven at council reporled 
a revenue of $M2,190 for the fiscal year endlnp April 
30/7C, Klrst to rome out of this was the $55,8-18 
cost for beer tmd liquor. The hlm:osl exiicnse was 
$59,272 allotled for salaries and fringe l>enefits i.e, 
manai^oment and employGOS. No rent was paid to 
the university for the pub but It Is now In the works. 
The administration hopes to charco $C,000 amiually 
tor the use of the space. Phil Popovlch felt this was 
a reasonable request since the university has been 
loosing a covemment grant that would be applicable 
ir the space was used for classes. Ten thousand 
dollars has t>ocn put towards repayment of the old 
pub debt. Tltat was Incurred from both ttie moving 
expenses; when the pub was relocated from Its for- 



mer site {presently the bookstore), to Its new lo- 
cation ,ns well as from somo loose niananemeni In 

the past when It was operated by students. The debt 
Is presently Just over S2C,000, 
When the students operated the pub lx?or was 2:i 
» cents a pint at certain specified hours and then> was 
live entertainment every Thursday thni Saturday. 
Other expenses reportwl wore the $0,000 cleaning 
bill and a $9,085 bill listed simply as other ex- 
penses (road damage, etc) There was no a'ccount- 
In[! for food sold in spite of the pub supposo<]ly be- 
ing an outlet for sueli. There Is a possililUty that 
an administration cost from the university will Ih? 
attaclietl to next years statement. An accounting stu- 
deni raised objection to tliis stating that such pro- 
cedure was a departure from normal business prac- 
tise and that stich a cost was not applicable. I.e. 
administrators are already being paid to adminis- 
trate nnil such duties are part of their joti. In fair- 
ness every other funcdou of ttieir ]o1> shoidd be 
billed similarly. It becomes a nlt^htmare of ac- 
counting and ludicrous In maiiy situations. 

There was also talk of raising the price of bever- 
aces tiy a nickel apiece. Council deferred to vote un- 
til some members of council could look fhrtlLer into 
the figures presented. There is a verbal agreement 

Iwlween the SGA, L'AEF and administrators tliat pub 
profits will be turned back to students once the debt 
has been paid off. The danger here Is tliat adminis- 
tration can practically unilaterally allocate funds In 
such a way as lo guarantee ttiat profits wilt be mini- 
mal, Acase In point Is the 10,000 put towards the 
repayment of the debt, Tlie schedule of payments was -_ 
there is no advantage to students to pay offttiedebP^ 



any faster than tliey must. The difference could 
easily have Iwen put to more pressing newls. 

The facilities are in great need of improvement- 
Richard Hoffman (SGA proz) has suhnilttetl a list of 
suggestions for Improvemenls and Is presently wait- 
ing' for cojl estimations. Council will likely recom- 
mend several of the proposals when ttie f^mrcs come 

back. Not least among these is a request that pub 
employees l>o paid a more equitable wage. The 
present rate is pinncfl onto Ontario's minimum wage, 
$2.GS an hour. Since the employees do not actually 
serve tables, except during lunch, they receive next 
to nottiing in gratutltles, Even during the lunch hour 
the patrons are noted for their stinginess, tids is 
surprising since many lunch hour patrons are well 
paid administrators and upper echelon employees of 
the university. The employees arc overworked and 
underpaid. On weekend evenings (Thuralay thnj Sa- 
turdays In Sudbury) the working conditions are on a 
par with Canada's l>est swealsliops. Council tsprosently 
playing with twenty cents as an oquilablo increase. 
However, Oidario itself Is conslderiun tnimplng ttie 
minimum wage to S2.7D an hour. So in effect tho em- 
ployees will be getting an extra dime from coimcils 
tentative suggestions. The pay sliould Ik? tle*i to On- 
tario's minimum wage as follows: minimum wage plus 
twenty-nve cents (or some other figure), TIds will 

protect the employees from liavlng ttieir earnings 
eaten Into every time the wagclaw sMftsup, If tho 
price Increase allots a substantial portion to the em- 
ployees. It will be worth pa>ing for. When that Is 

out of tho way, tlien It win bo time to look at some 
improvements, ^

Dear Editor, 

in the October 5 Issue of the 
Lambda, Philip Popovich takes ^ 
what I consider to be an un- 
informed series of potsliots at the 
Department of Sociology. This is 
not to say that some of Ids com- 
ments are without value but it 
does mean tlial most of them are 
and tliat all of them seem to be 
based on a lack of information. 
Lot me attempt lo respond to 
some of them. 



First of all, popovich com- 
plains that the Sociology depart- 
ment does not offer every cour- 
se we have listed In the calendar 
every year. Tliere are a mnnlier 
of olivlous responses to anil r*'a- 
sor.s for Ihls. Tliese responses/ 
reasmj.'; arc f^eiiernlly true of at 
leasl all of lla' ollu>r social si'i- 
ynee departments whirls find lli- 
emselvcs In Itic same boat (why 
jusi i)ick on soclolo^^y?). In the 
first place, we must offer our 
core courses, l.e, tlie Intraluc- 
tory sections, courses retiulred 
for majors and honors prof^rams 
courses serving the professional 
schools, and so on. In the case 
of the Enpllsh side of SocloloRy 
for Instance we have only seven 
faculty to handle tliese courses 
plus the optional courses whlcli 
Involve about DOO students. The 
number of optional courses of- 
fered becomes restricted piven 
the big demand for the core cour 
ses and limited faculty. Given 
these limitations we try to pro- 
vide a variety of optional cour- 
ses for students which also fit 
the areas of specialization and 
Interest of our available faculty. 
We try to alternate these op- 
tional courses from year to year 
and from day to evening so that 
students will have access to al- 
most all of thom during their 
attendance at Laurentlan. This 
process is somewhat further 
complicated by certain facuUv 
being on leaves, etc. All onms 
takes up time and planning — 
It Is not done liaphazardly. It Is 
also fairly typical of other uni- 



versities so that Popovich Is 

l>ound to run Into this at oilier 
Inslllullons except whore their 
faculty size for Soclolo^^y Is 
quite larpe, I.e, -10 lo 00. 

Secondly, we do have to sorvo 
the needs of tlie <.'venini: stu- 
donls wlio liave special prolilems. 
To acuornpljsli tlils w»' do offer 
a number of our courses in the 
ev».^nln^:s ajid try to provide a 
variety over ihe years, flow- 
ever, It can not l>e said tliat 
ev('nlnf^ students are pampered 
In this rosiiect -- we offer cour- 
ses rou(thly eciuivalent lo the de- 
mand existing In the evening, l.e, 
1 nvenlng to 2 day courses. This 
may not satisfy Po^jovlch but e- 
venlng students have their com- 
plaints here as well which he 
might find out about. I might also 
add thai our department has pos- 
itions l>oth on Its governing txxly 
and Its committees for student 
reps. We always welcome ihelr 
Input which has been quite sc- 
arce over the past couple of 
year. 

One further point should be 
made about our department. 
There Is no other social science 
department at Laurentlan widch 

offers as much choice to stu- 
dents In terms of theoretical 
approaches. Students will find 
perspectives ranging from the 
traditional and conservative to 
the most unortltodox and radical. 
Not only is this somewhat a- 
lyplcal for Laurentlan It Is (lulte 
unusual for a sociology depart- 



ment in North America. Popo- 
vich will have to go pretty far 
afield to find a l-cUer depar- 
imenl of sodolory In ttds res- 
pect. Indeed, tie mirht lliid 
(rout)le i:ettiiig such variety hen* 
at Laurentlan altlioui-h soine de- 
partme[its an' l>ett<'r ttian otln-rs 
in this reranl. In sum, 1 ^ an 
only r-'lti'iale tliat the rei'ord of 
our de[>artruent is tpiltr ;'ooil in 
terms of Ih*' -'nurse oMi'ilnr^: 
we ruake, the times wi* make 
Ihetii avuilaM'' and the faculty w 
we have available to offer them. 
There Is always room for im- 
provement Init sunr>cslions 
should be basinl on solid infor- 
mation a[id not uninformed op- 
inions.
